All 
above and around us in 
the closely overhanging 
trees were the large 
globular webs of the Fall 
webworms. 

The light morning rain 
had given a grayish-white 
sheen to the coundess 


To the smaller 
children at least a 
definitely scary time as 
we continued on to the 
point. We had entered 
the Point Pelee National 
Park Centre a few 
minutes before. 

I had gone to the front 
desk and asked, “Those 
are tent caterpillars out 
there, eh?” 

“No,” The young park 
officer said, and added, 
"What you saw were 
Fall webworms. The two 
caterpillars are closely 
related.” 

Both produce small 
moths. Here in Niagara 
we have the destructive 


Tent caterpillars of 
the spring that eat 
delicate new leaves. 

At Point Pelee are the 
less destructive Fall 
webworms. Leaves 
will be falling soon so 
the damage by the Fall 
webworm is much less. 
I thought that means 
a great deal of food for 



Pelee. Not so. Normally 
songbirds don’t eat 
the Fall webworms 
only Black and Yellow 
cuckoos feast on these 
caterpillars. Check it 

At that time in mid- 
August we saw only a few 
Monarch butterflies. It 
was too early at that time. 


We saw and heard 
cardinals, wrens, 
warblers and four Blue 
herons. We heard clearly 
the raspy call of the 
herons. I have had better 
bird days at Pelee but still 
an enjoyable one over all. 

Plan a visit to our 
National Park at Point 
Pelee. It’s worth the 
effort.

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Canadian Cuban 
ties remain strong

Canada’s relationship 
with Cuba is in “very good 
shape," said the outgoing 
Consul General for both 
nations Javier Domokos 
Ruiz during a farewell party 
held for him in Fort Erie on 
the weekend. 

Nearing the end of his 

Embassy of Cuba in Can¬ 
ada, Ruiz will be heading 
back to the home land in 
two weeks. On Sunday the 
Canadian Cuban Friend¬ 
ship Association’s Niagara 
branch thanked him for his 
service. 

Last year, the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment restored diplo¬ 
matic relations with the U.S., 


after they had been severed 
since 1961 during the Cold 
War. 

Canada and the Carib¬ 
bean nation have a 70-year- 
old history with one another 
and Ruiz expects more busi- 
ness from Canada to be 
attracted to Cuba, some¬ 
thing that has become pop¬ 
ular over the last 20 years. 

Ruiz also said his coun¬ 
try can learn from Can¬ 
ada - using the structure of 
municipal governments as 
an example. 

“Relationships - you have 
to nourish them, develop 
them. We have to continue 
and bring it to another 
level,” said Ruiz. 

The 1.3 milli on Canadians 
who travel to Cuba every 
year are also the country's 


largest source of tourism 
dollars. 

Cuba as a vacation desti¬ 
nation, which is something 
Ruiz says Canadians will be 
able to enjoy for decades 

“Canadian business and 
community bet on Cuba 
when nobody wanted to,” 
said Ruiz. 

“Canadians will enjoy 
Cuban beaches and Cuban 
hospitality forever,” he said. 

Dave Thomas, chair of 
CCFA Niagara, said the Nia¬ 
gara branch’s mission is to 
get “local people to look at 
Cuba with an open mind.”

Health Corner 


More than just teeth 


Our ability to eat and chew 
different types of food 
is dependent on a entire 
system of events that breaks 
down food into pieces that 
we can swallow. It involves 

teeth. One of the most 
important aspects of our 
chewing system is our jaw 
joint, more specifically the 
temporomandibular joint.

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Legendary race announcer 
inducted into Canadian 
Horse Racing Hall of Fame

Known by many in the 

of horse racing,” Daryl Wells 
Sr. joined the list of Canadian 
Horse Racing Hall of Fame 
members this week. 

The announcer, who died 
in 2003 at the age of 81, 
called thoroughbred racing 
at Woodbine, Greenwood 
and Fort Erie from 1956 until 
1986. 

“Every race he called, he 
put everything he had into it," 
his son, Daryl Wells It said. 

“He had a signature quote. 
If he said a horse was 'in front 
by a good margin,’ you went 
to the window and cashed 
your ticket because you knew 
you were a winner (before a 
race would finish)." 

Wells Sr., was recognized 
as a member of the Canadian 
Horse Racing Hall of Fame’s 
Class of 2016 during a cere¬ 
mony held at the Mississauga 
Convention Centre Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Wells Jr. nominated his 
father in the spring and said 
he was thrilled to see the 
nomination accepted. 

“We’ve discussed this over 
the years (with family) and I 
finally made the push,” Wells 
Jr. said. 

“His contribution to the 
sport of horse racing is excep¬ 
tional. Not many people have 


done for the sport as much as 
he has.” 

Born in Victoria in 1922, 
Wells was 15 years old when 
he entered the broadcast 
business as a disc jockey. 

He later went to work in the 
sports department of radio 
station CHML in Hamilton in 
the 1940s and '50s and later 
as a sports director for CHCH- 
TV 

When Woodbine opened 
in 1956, Wells Sr. began call¬ 
ing horse racing for the 
Ontario Jockey Club. At that 
time, Woodbine, Greenwood 
and Fort Erie held races at 
different times, so he did 
the announcing at all three 
tracks. 

Woodbine and Fort Erie 
started running at the same 
time in 1977, so Wells Sr. went 
to Woodbine full time and his 
son started his career calling 
races at Fort Erie. 

Wells Jr. said his father was 
instrumental in “getting the 
first four races at Woodbine 
aired on TV” during the after¬ 
noon on weekdays. 

“He had set the stage for 
what was to become off-track, 
and simulcast betdng,” Wells 
Jr. said, and added that his 
father helped boost the pop¬ 
ularity of the sport. 

Wells Jr. said he was “lucky 
enough" to witness one of 
his father’s most memorable 
calls, Secretariat’s final race at 
Woodbine in 1973. 


“I remember I sat in the 
announcer’s booth and 
watched my dad call that race. 
It may be one of the greatest 
moments of my life." 

Horse racing was a family 
affair, Wells Jr said. 

“I was one of those kids that 
went to the track every Satur¬ 
day morning. My dad would 
find me waiting by the car to 
go to the racetrack with him.” 

What Wells Sr. enjoyed 
about the sport wasn’t just 
watching the race. 

“He loved the sport, but 
most of all, he loved the peo¬ 
ple and the racing fans," Wells 
Jr. said. 

“He used to tell me, 
'Always take the time to stop 
and say hi to the racing fans. 
Without them, we wouldn't

Designed by Spanish 
engineer Leonardo Torres 
Quevedo, the aerial cable 
car is suspended from six 
cables and offers views 
of the Niagara Whirlpool, 
which is formed at the end 
of the rapids where the 
gorge turns abruptly coun¬ 
terclockwise, and the river 
escapes through the nar¬ 
rowest channel in the gorge. 

The car is propelled by a 
single 50-horsepower engine 
which drives a steel looped 
cable. It is suspended 76 
metres above the whirlpool 
by six steel cables. 


An estimated 1,200 to 
1,500 people a day take the 
one-kilometre (3,600 feet), 
10-minute joumeyfrom Colt 
Point in the south to Thomp¬ 
son Point in the north. 

“It offers a fantastic view of 
the whirlpool,” Thomson said. 
“It’s one of the most impor¬ 
tant viewpoints in the park.” 

Niagara Falls historian 
Sherman Zavitz agreed. 

“It’s a unique experience 
to glide across the very tur¬ 
bulent piece of water and 
have a nice view in all direc¬ 
tions including, of course, 
straight down,” he said.

In every corner of her Crystal 
Beach cottage-style home, there 
are containers full of milkweed 
leaves, and butterflies at various 
stages in their live cycle. When 
the butterflies have grown, she 
releases them to ]oin millions of 
monarch butterflies that migrate 
from Canada and the U.S. to 
Mexico where they wait out the 
winter and return in the spring. 

Arndt said caterpillars, or 
butterfly larva, hatch from the 
eggs. The eggs are usually found 
under the surface of a leaf, or 
other parts of the milkweed 
plant, which caterpillars will 

Butterfly eggs are easy to miss, 
but after learning more about 
them, Arndt “can easily spot 

An egg has a thin but tough 
shell with raised ribs and has 
an oval or pod shape. The eggs 
are usually white, green or yel¬ 
low. 

Arndt said there are four 
phases of development for 
butterflies, which include the 
ovum (egg), which develops 


pupa, which is the stage that 
the caterpillar transforms into 
a butterfly and the adult stage, 
which occurs when the butter¬ 
fly hatches. 

Arndt will give away caterpil¬ 
lars at the Ridgeway Farmers 
Market on Aug. 13 and Sept. 10 
in exchange for donations. The 
market, located at the Village 
Square in downtown Ridgeway 
on Ridge Rd. is open from 7:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 

Arndt said all of the proceeds 
from each sale will help send 
the Wonder Woman’s Warriors, 

Italy to compete at an Interna¬ 
tional Breast Cancer Competi¬ 
tion in 2018. 

Arndt, a member of the dragon 
boat crew, which consists of can¬ 
cer survivors and supports, said 
the cause is near and dear to her 
heart because she is a cancer 
survivor.

Work started on the aero car 
in July 1915. The $60,000 project 
opened to the public on Aug. 8, 
1916. 

It was originally called the 
Spanish Aero Car as a tribute to 
Torres Quevedo. 

“It’s a living testament to the 
brilliance and foresight of the orig¬ 
inal designer?’ Thompson said. 

The aero car is believed to be the 
sole remaining example of Torres 
Qucvedo’s design for an aerial ferry. 

The attraction's name was offi¬ 
cially changed to the Whirlpool 
Aero Car in 2004. 

“I think the general idea was 
to give it a little more identity 
as to where it is and what it is,” 
Zavitz explained. 

In its 100-year history, there has 
never been an incident for which 
visitors needed to be rescued. 

In the event the main car shuts 
down, there is a small rescue car 
that would travel along the same 
cables to the aero car to rescue 
stranded passengers. 

The safety car has never had 
be called in to action but Nia¬ 
gara Parks Police conduct 
annual training using the bucket 
in order to be prepared in the 
event of an emergency.
